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Volunteers 


To Restore 
Bandstand 


A return to summer band con- 
certs in Memorial Park is in the 
offing, thanks to the efforts of some 
volunteer efforts, which the select- 
men accepted Monday night. 

Rep. Paul W. Cronin appeared 
before the selectmen Monday night 
and informed them of the volunteer 
assistance to restore the band- 
stand, following vandalism which 
has ruined the floor, roof and 
stones of the structure. 

Rep. Cronin explained to the 
selectmen that under a new chap- 
ter of the General Laws, the board 
could accept a gift from a group 
in the community, rather than hav- 
ing it await town meeting action. 

He said that a group of neigh- 
bors abutting Memorial Park were 
interested in restoring the park 
area and bandstand and that con- 
tractors, merchants and just 
friends, wanted to put a part of 
Andover’s historic past back in 
shape. 

For the past several years, the 
bandstand has not been used. 

It has been desecrated by van- 
dalism, having had the floor torn 
up, the roof ripped apart, bottles 
dashed against the stones, and in 
general, neglect leading to its dis- 
repair. 

For many years band concerts 
were popular in the park and even 
today remain popular weekday en- 
tertainment, but the band is seated 
on the lawn, rather than in the 
bandstand. 

Restoration will bring back a 
bit of New England to the park, 
since, as Rep. Cronin told the 
selectmen Monday, the recreation 
director plans to provide for a band 
concert weekly, once the project 
is completed. 

A concert was held this past 
Tuesday night under the direction 
of Edward Grigoli, director of 
music for the public schools. 

Several were in attendance. 

A return to the bandstand, most 
assuredly will bring even a great- 
er audience. 

The neighbors have contributed, 
the contractors have offered to 
assist and merchants have also 
given their assurance of support, 
according to Rep. Cronin. 

Total cost of complete renova- 
tion is expected to be in the 
vicinity of $6,000. 

It only needed a majority vote 
of the board of selectmen Monday 
night, but it was unanimous to ac- 
cept this gift to restore the old 
bandstand. 

Along the same lines the board 
brought up a couple of other items 
in the line of recreation, or munici- 
pal observance -- the Fourth of 
July and town’s 325th anniversary. 

Selectman Robert A. Watters 
suggested the board consider in its 
budget consideration for next year

Assessors Preparing 


Tax Rate F igures 


Andover’s 1969 tax rate may be 
set within the next week, accord- 
ing to Assessor William Russell. 

Russell said that his department 
is still working on a few items 
before taking the figures to the 
State Department of Taxation to 
officially announce the levy for 
the current year. 

The Finance Committee prior to 
town meeting had predicted a pos- 
sible $9-10 rate increase in the 
rate this year. This would make 
the figure either $40 or $41 per 
thousand on property valuation. 

Whether or not the figure will 
stand up could not be determined 
Wednesday, Russell said, since 
there are still some items to be 
examined further, 

The data processing center 
which processes the tax bills, is 
still making changes in the cards. 
This will take a couple of more 
weeks, Russell said. The changes 
are necessitated by title transfers, 
increased assessments due to pro- 
perty improvements, such as ad- 
ditions or alterations, and other 
such items. 

One of the causes for delay in 
setting the rate had been the un- 
certainty of the ‘‘Cherry Sheet’’ 
figures being official. When the 


state sent to the town the annual 
listing of money to be given to the 
town from state sources, along with 
amounts of money to be paid by 
the town for state and county gov~ 
ernment, it was uncertain whether 
the figures were official. 


At the time, there was not a 
definite taxation plan by the state. 
While the state tax picture is still 
not stable, the Taxation depart- 
ment has informed local assessors 
that the figures are the dhes to be 
used in arriving at the 1969 tax 
rate. 

Russell said he could not say, or 
estimate, at this time what the rate 
would be, but admitted that the 
FinCom prediction of last. March 
would be ‘‘relatively close.” 


If the rate does jump as high 
as nine or ten dollars, it will be 
the highest increase in several 
years. The impact will be hard 
on taxpayers in view of the 100 
percent valuation of property lo- 
cally. 

Following revaluation over ten 
years ago, the town held to a $26 
tax rate for a few years, but then 
the levy started a nominal rise 
annually. This year it appears 
the hike will be substantial.

Allen H,. Morgantold state legis- 
lators recently that an absolute ban 
on persistent pesticides is neces- 
sary to protect the Massachusetts 
environment, 

Morgan, who is executive vice 
president of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, identified the 
persistent pesticides as DDT, 
dieidrin, endrin,- heptachlor and 
adlrin. 

Persistent pesticides have 
caused widespread death among 
several species of birds and are 
involved in the extirpation of pere- 
grine falcons and the drastic de- 
clines of ospreys and bald eagles 
in New England, he said. 

All forms of life are affected 
by these persistent pesticides, 
Morgan said. He quoted a report 
from the World Health Organiza- 
tion in which a Swedish scientist 
gave evidence that human mother’s 
milk contains twice as much DDT 
as the acceptable level for other 
foods. 

‘‘While I know of no medical 
testimony interpreting exactly 
what this means to human babies,”’ 
Morgan said, ‘‘I am certain that no 
pediatrician would consider this 
dosage that passes through one of 
the most basic links of human life 
beneficial. 

‘*Despite the pains the average 
mother takes to see that her baby 
is guarded from undesirable in- 
fluences, she can do nothing about 
this, for she and the child are 
equally the victims of new en- 
vironmental development 
spawned by human negligence. 

Morgan reminded the legislators 
sitting on the Special Legislative 
Committee to Study Pesticides that 


the campaign to limit pesticide use © 


began in Massachusetts and in- 
volved two members of the Audubon 
Society. The late Mr. and Mrs. 
Stuart Huckins of Duxbury, he said, 
inspired their friend, the late 
Rachel Carson, to write ‘Silent 
Spring.’’ Mrs. Huckins was the

Little League Finale Exciting

When Glenn Verrette of the 
American League Twins slid home 
with the winning run in the bottom 
of the seventh inning in the third 
and final game of the Andover 
Little League ‘‘World Series,” 
it marked the end of one of the 
league’s most exciting series in 
history.

What Our 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

Summertime somehow seems to 
lend itself to adventure of sorts 
undreamed of during winter 
months. This is the story of Little 
Guy, a new-born cottontail rabbit 
found abandoned by two small girls 
at play on a Friday afternoon. 

So small, -- the first question 
everyone asked was, ‘‘What is it?” 
Finally, by ear and tail structure, 
it was decided to be an infant 
rabbit and immediately dubbed 
**Little Guy.’? We surmised that 
Mother Rabbit had dropped him in 
flight from our dog who, being a 
big Golden Retriever, is a first- 
class rabbit chaser. However, poor 
Little Guy would be left to the 
mercy of predators if left, sight- 
less and helpless, where he was 
found. 

So it was that he took up re- 
sidence in our dining room no less, 
the buffet being the only conve- 
nient, safe place our dog is not 
accustomed to investigate. Instead 
of the silver service, an old folded 
bedspread surmounted by a heating 


pad, topped by a cardboard box’ 


lined with fresh grass and an old 
mink paw hat, rests between two 
fragile glass buffet lamps. It is 
truly an unusual nursery scene 
for any stranger to happen upon. 

On his arrival, feeding be- 
came a major issue - how? what? 
and how often? As luck would have 
it, the library was closed on sum- 
mer schedule. Friends perused 
animal literature on home library 
shelves, a rabbit raiser consulted, 
and a call to our friendly police 
station for information on how to 
get information produced an un- 
friendly retort. Little Guy was 
fed diluted milk every two hours 
daily from aneyedropper all week- 
end. He lost weight. 

Early Monday morning we were 
at the library for information. As 
usual, the librarian was most help- 
ful in providing three books for 
our perusal. But, our hopes sank 
as we read in the first of these, 
and I quote, ‘‘None of our native 
hares or rabbits thrives or even 
lives any lengthof time in captivity. 
There are some records of alittle 
success with eastern cottontails, 
but it is not common.” Another 
book stated that wild baby rabbits 
make excellent pets. However, 
there is a big difference between 
*‘baby’’ and mother-less infant. 

Little Guy continues to grow. 
Frequent night-time feedings are 
essential, and new equipment has 
appeared by way of a syringe 
instead of a glass eyedropper; a 
fulcrum weigher, product of a 
seventh grade science fair exhibit, 
has been installed for weighing 
daily. Since gram weights are not 
easily accessible, nickels and 
pennies are used to set the measure 
of his weight gains and losses. For 
example, when four days old, Little 
Guy weighed eight nickels and one 
penny 


The low rate of survival of 
mother-less ‘infant rabbits most 
probably is due in part to the fact 
that people are neither willing, nor 
really able to endure the neces- 
sary discipline. Fortunately, we 
have three children between the 
ages of 12 and 15 to take the day 
watch, with Mother filling in as 
necessary. Dad takes the night 
watch, for which he is accustomed. 
According to the veterinarian, it 
will be two months before he can 
safely fend for himself in the 
woods, and it is likely that he will 
accommodate ‘successfully to his 
natural environment once again. 
For better or for worse, this ex- 
periment in life saving, humble 
as he is, will be The Summer of 
Little Guy for this family.

Follow their flight and share 
their epochal adventure in a con- 
tinuing program beginning July 14 
at Boston’s Museum of Science. 

The three-week-long program, 
“Target Moon,” will present new 
exhibits, space science demon- 
strations, films, and color TV. 

Arranged by the Museum as an 
engoing interpretation of Apollo 
11, ‘‘Target Moon’ will feature 
regularly scheduled discussions 
of such science basics as pres- 
sures, cold, and the gyroscope. 
These ‘‘show and tell’? demon- 
strations will be held in informal 
settings, giving the public an op- 
portunity for close observation 
and questions. 


The most spectacular of the new 
exhibits is a one-third scale model 
of the Lunar Module (LM) in which 
the moon landing will be made. 
Other new exhibits brought in for 
the lunar flight period include 
models of the Apollo optical quid- 
ance system, the Apollo guidance 
computer and display keyboard, 
samples of space food, and space- 
craft heat-shield material.

Six rocket models also show de- 
velopment progress -- from the 
world’s first liquid-fuel rocket, 
launched near Worcester, Mass- 
achusetts in 1926 by Robert H. 
Goddard, through today’s Saturn 
V, the Apollo 11 launch vehicle. 

A lunar space suit is scheduled 
to arrive July 21, the same day 
Astronauts Armstrong and Aldrin, 
dressed in similar suits, are ex- 
pected to step on the moon. Color 
TV sets in various Museum loca- 
tions will be turned on during im- 
portant parts of the flight. 

In the lobby of the Charles Hay- 
den Planetarium hangs a 40-foot 
mural of a lunar crater, a site 
the astronauts hope to avoid when 
they land, but which depicts typi- 
cal moon terrain. The landing 
site will be marked, however, on 
the moon hemisphere, also in the 
Planetarium lobby. 


The Museum announced that 
much of the program is made pos- 
sible through gifts and loans from 
AVCO Corporation, Eastern Com- 
pany, Gillette Company, M.LT. In- 
strumentation Laboratory, NASA, 
New England Merchants Bank, 
Raytheon, Stop & Shop, USA Natick 
Laboratories, the Permanent 
Charity Fund, and the Massachu- 
setts Charitable Mechanics Asso- 
ciation.
